Simms died at Hendersonville, N. C., 
Friday roorAmg at 3 JO o’clock. The | 
first indications of a physical break 
down occurred in the autumn of 1907 
while he was a student at Central 
University at Danville, Ky., because of 
which he was forced to. leave the 
school. In an effort to recover his 
health he went to Hendersonville, N. C. 
Upon his arrival there he assumed the 
principalship of a school and because of < 
his splendid training, his intellectual' 
vigor and nis ambition, he established I 
for it, in a limited time, a reputation ' 
rivalling that of older institutions of 
learning in that section of the sUte. 
Af^ three months in this position, 
however, bis health again began to fail 
and his physicians peremptorily com- 
znknded that be should cease to teach. 
Against his will he complied and was 
apparently improving until about three 
weeks ago, when his parents were 
notified of his illness. His mother left 
sa once for his bedside and shortly 
thereafter his father and brothers. The 
boy’s time was limited, however, as he 
was kbifering from paralysis of the 
team, ssbich nasthar the akillof saisaee 
nor the devotion of loved ones could 
thwart. 

Leo Simms was the son of Ben F. 
and Mrs. Lottie Simms, a representa¬ 
tion of two of the oldest families of the 
county. He was ag:rand8on of Mr. Thoe. 
W. Simms, Sr., one of the best known 
men of this county. He would have 
reached his majority on the 15th day of 
next July. He completed his coarse in 
the Springfield High School in 1907, 
where he established a record for 
■cholarship and oratory second to none. 
It was after leaving here that he en¬ 
tered Central University, one of the 
great institutions of the South, and I 
made good while there. 

The deceased was a boy of splendid 
intellectual attainments and fine char¬ 
acter. His was a disposition that won 
and retained friends. No one was more | 
ambitious. It was his idea to study law 
and the fond hope of his parents was to 
•educate and equip him thoroughly for 
his chosen profession. With his intel¬ 
lectual endowment and his great ambi¬ 
tion he promised to be a joy US his 
triends and loved ones, an ornament to 
. society and an honor to his profession. 

When one is taken away when but 
facing life, one whose future'is that of 
promise we can but think of the beau¬ 
tiful words of Ingersoll as he stood by 
the grave of his beloved young brother. 
He but voiced the sentiment of those 
who knew and cared for Leo ^ijnms 
when he said: “He had not passed on 
life’s highway the stone that marks the

The Quaint Belluga. 

Caviare can be made of the roe of 
any fish; but the priucipal sppply 
comes from the sturgeon and the bel¬ 
luga, The latter is about the roost 
curious fish in the world. It weighs 
up to 1.000 pounds and inhabits the 
wpters of the swift flowing Volga. It 
is so abundant that the natives of 
Astracan throw away the flesh— 
which is whiter than veal and very 
dainty—and preserve only the spawn, 
of which they sometime take as 
much as 200 pounds out of one fish. 
This belluga lies on the bottom of 
the river at certain seasons and swal¬ 
lows many large pebbles of great 
weight to ballast Itself against the 
force of the stream; that Is. the 
pebbles act as an anchor. When tne 
flood subsides and the waters are less 
violent the belluga disgorges itself; 
that is, It unballasts, hauls in its an¬ 
chor and swims about for provender.

Government Slowly Solving Probli 
of Transportation. 


Tbe great problem in Alaska ia that 1 
of transportation. Every place of pres 
ent impor;tance in southeastern Alas¬ 
ka and southwestern Alaska is reached 
by steamer, and the government is 
slowly putting in the necessary light- 
hoases. The one railroad over tbe 
White pass ia a convenient link with 
the upper Yukon and there are several 
lines In progress from the coast far¬ 
ther northward to the lower Yukon 
valley. Outsiders have strange notions 
about Alaskan geography; a project 
was actually formed for building a 
railroad from Portland canal on the 
southern boundary of Alaska to Skag 
way. ignoring Inlets which penetrate a 
hundred miles up into tbe 'mountains, 
and quite overlooking the vast gla¬ 
ciers which come down into the sea,' 
over which no railroad could possibly 
be maintained. The Guggenheim In¬ 
terests are building a road from Va» 
dez northward to reach copper and 
other mines, and a rival company has 
constructed one mile of road out of 
'Valdez and has one locomotive. 

If the Yukon valley prove to be 
available for settlers, some time a 
road will parallel the river and thus 
keep up the winter transit. At present 
the winter highways in that part of 
the world are trails traversed only by 
dog sledges.
